U. S. Steel Corp. President Tells 


of Steel Strike 


The longest and most disastrous strike in the 51-year 


history of United States Steel ended on July 26. The strike 
lasted 54 days. 


During the strike and the stoppages in April and May, U. 


S. Steel employes in steelmaking and other operations lost 
about'$150,000,000 in wages—an average individual loss of 


. more than $650;j 
U. S. Steel's production losses, including those in April 


and May, are estimated at 7,000,000 ingot tons of steel- 
much of which was vitally needed for defense. The tonnage 
lost is almost four times the 1,800,000 annual output in ingot 
tons anticipated at the new integrated mill on the Delaware 
river near Morrisville, Pennsylvania. Measured another way, 
the strike had the effect of nullifying for 1952 the total in- 
crease in United States Steel capacity since 1946.

One of the most serious problems raised in connection 


with the steel strike was the companion strike in the iron 
ore mines in the Lake Superior region. Based on estimates of 
next winter's needs, iron ore lake shipments to United States 
Steel mills are 2,000,000 tons less than they should be at this 
time and will have to be supplemented by rail shipments. 


Workers idled in the automobile, railroad, mining, con- 


struction and other industries lost many additional millions 
of dollars in wages. Unfortunate curtailments were forced 
in the production of defense goods, including army tanks, 
ammunition and other items. An important portion of the 
nation's perishable fruit and vegetable supply was placed in 
jeopardy for lack of tin plate for cans. 


The cost of the strike in terms of lost production, lost 


wages, lost corporate earnings, and in setbacks to the defense 
effort add up to what is certain to be a very formidable total. 
But that is not the total cost. Many workers and their wives 
wrote letters during the strike supporting the company's 
position on compulsory unionism and expressing a desire to 
nave work resumed on the basis of the company's offer of 


- June 9. "While it may be possible to compute the financial 


cost of such a prolonged stoppage or to estimate the huge 


/•revenues in tax dollars which have been.lost to the govern- 
ment,.one can only guess at and regret the privation and su'f- 
'fering imposed by the long drawn-out strjke.in thousands of 
workers' homes.

•, ;The strike was terminated by the United Steelworkers of 
America (CIO) after the signing of provisions of settlement 
to be incorporated in a new two-year agreement which runs 
to June 30, 1954, with either party having the right to re- 
open as of June 30, 1953, on the subject of general-adjust- 
ment of wage rates only. As this is written, negotiations on 
the other provisions and the new contract have not been 
concluded. 


The signing of this memorandum, followed a meeting 


between-Philip Murray, president of the union, and myself 
at the White House on July 24. Hitherto, four successive of- 
fers had been made to the union, the last on July 12, and each 
had been refused. It became evident as early as April that 
the roadblock to settlement was the union's demand for

That's 
the job of the writers, but any 
actor, who calls himself a comed- 
ian without first apologizing must 
provide the incentive for his writ- 
ers. 


He has to know what comple- 


ments his style of delivery and 
personality. He 
must recognize 


the gags that may be funny for 
another comedian but aren't quite 
right for him. 


Jiiftt when he thinks he has hi* 


nhow all wrapped up and ready 
for the camera*, the tape recorded 
at the final rehearsal begins to 
give out with bad odor*. Perhaps 
a'jag that had the crew and cant 
rolling In the aisles at the first 
reading now falls on ltd face.

closed pattern of facts in Steven- 
son's own background plus his re- 
markable reticence about his stud- 
ies at a law school which, aside 
from the notoriety engendered by 
Weenie's Red prodigies, is regard- 
ed as one of the beat, might sug- 
gest that Stevenson was getting in 
his own alibi in advance.

of E. C. Carter, the general sec- 
retary of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations. The barn was at Lee, 
Mass., and the cache was a mine 
of information on the 
treachery 


in the state department which re- 
sulted in the American tragedy of 
China. 


In a letter from W. W. Lock- 


wood, of the I. P. R.. to Robert W. 
Barnett. in care of the I. P. R. in 
Washington, Lookwood 
suggested 


that "someone" from the office 
of Frank Knox. then secretary of 
the navy, be selected to attend 
a certain conference. 
Stevenson 


was then with Knox. 


The letter said: "Coe and Hiss 


mentioned Adlai Stevens(on), one 
of Knox's special assistants." 


Elizabeth Bentley declared on 


oath in testimony that Frank Coe 
was a member of the Alger Hiss 
Soviet espionage cell. 


So, altogether, Adlai Stevenson 


had very close association with 
Algcr Hiss and other Communists 
right down to the Snn Francisco 
conference that resulted in the 
United Nations where Hiss reached 
his pinnacle as the manipulator in 
charge of the poor, stupid secre- 
tary of state, Ed Stettiniiis, who 
was so pii77led and helpless that 
he could not even object on beinsr 
relieved. 


Stevenson was an "advisor" to 


the United States delegation at San 
Francisco. He has been a New 
Deal bureaucrat of the most dan- 
gerous type intermittently ever 
since isss nnd was cither a liar on 
his oath when ho said he never 
heard that Miss was a "Communist 
sympathizer" or too stupid to ob- 
serve the obvious.

Yes, because there 
a no 'other sensible course to fol- 
ow. 


In a friendly game*" you may de- 
ide to overlook unimportant in- 
ractions of the laws, but you 
an't afford to overlook important 
nfractions. For example, you may 
gnore the fact that a 
player 


>uches the top card of the stock 


pile and then decides to take the 
discard pile. Such a rule is not 
ignored in a match game, but it 
may be overlooked in a home 
game. 


But you can't let a player enjoy 


an undeserved 
advantage. 
You 


must allow the laws to equalize 
the situation. That's one of the 
important reasons for having laws 
in a game. 


In the case being 
discussed, 


therefore, the attempted meld is 
not legal. 
Prayer for 


Lord God of all the earth, we 


pray thee for all those who^bear 
rule and responsibility among the 
nations. Teach mankind to live 
together in peace, no one exploit- 
ing the weak or hating the strong.

U. S. Steel. 
Flying Disks 
Just Illusion, 
Say Scientists 


STUTTGART, Germany ffl — A 


group of scientists who seriously 
expect man someday to rocket to 
Mars say that flying saucers may 
be nothing but optical illusions. 
And they are not space ships from 
another planet. 


The 200 scientists from 12 coun- 


tries gathered here for the Third 
International 
Astronautical Con- 


gress agreed almost unanimously 
that the "saucers" aren't men 
from Mars or any other body out 
in space. 


The experts also said they did 


not believe the reported 
flying 


discs were a new weapon—but 
they did not rule out that possibil- 
ity completely. 


Most of the scientists at the con- 


gress said, however, they felt the 
illusion theory probably was cor- 
rect. 


They also agreed it would take 


man many more years of research 
before he can fly rockets into out- 
er space. But they firmly believe 
travel between the planets will be 
possible—someday. 


Every fall a considerable num- 


ber of people—usually hunters- 
come down with a disease known 
as tularemia, or rabbit fever. 


This is a germ disease which is 


rather widespread in several 'ani- 
mals, 
including squirrels, 
cats, 


dogs, woodchucks, muskrats, foxe^L 
coyotes, mink, raccoons, meadow 
mice, rats, pheasants and several 
other animals and fowl. 
. .The cottontail rabbit is the most 
important source of infection, but 
the disease can be contracted from 
eating or skinning any infected 
animal. 
- Tularemia generally begins with 
a lump Under the skin. The lump 
appears from one to four days 
after exposure to infected materia 
Since the places most exposed in 
skinning infected animals are the 
hands and arms, the lump is most 
frequent in these areas. 


After about a week the lump be- 


comes an open sore—ulcerated. If 
it starts on the hand or arm, the 
lymph glands in the arm pits be- 
come enlatgcd after a short time. 
The glands are tender and painful 
and may become filled with pus«\ 


A rapid rise in temperature to 


104 or even higher is characteristic. 
The fever rises and falls and may 
even become normal for short pe- 
riods while the infection is still 
active. 


Severe fatigue both during the 


active stage of the infection and 
even for months or years after- 
ward is common. A form of tula- 
remic pneumonia is not unusual. 


WEAK GLOVES 
^ 


Tularemia should be avoided if 


at all possible. It isn't pleasant at 
best. Hunters should wear gloves 
while handling or skinning rabbits 
or other game. 


Until recently tularemia was a 


long-lasting and disabling disease. 
In streptomycin a treatment has 
been found which promptly cures 
a-high percentage of the victims of 
this disease.

promises without saying in detail 
how he could, for instance, handle 
' foreign policy better. 


Stevenson is working the other 


side of the street; For example, 
his Labor Day speech in Detroit. 


In criticising the Taft-Hartley 


Act and suggesting it be replaced 
by a new labor law, Stevenson 
went into some specific detail. 


Not Emotional • 


A speech taken up almost entire- 


ly with detailed discussion of labor 
law is not the kind that can make 
women weep and strong men tear 
up benches. The result: not much 
emotional response from his list- 
eners in Detroit. 


Stevenson aides said later the 


governor planned to make a num- 
ber of speeches this month in a 
detailed kind of way so that his 
viewpoint would be known. If he 
spends the first few weeks with 
dry speeches, in order to be speci- 
fic on the promises, he may then 
reserve the remainder of his cam- 
paign for the emotional kind of 
talks that candidates usually like 
to make. 


Eisenhower may be deliberately 


using his early speeches, far more 
emotional 
than Stevenson's, 
to 


rally voters to his side from the 
start and then get down later to 
explaining how he'll do what he 
says he'll do.
